E. J. Fox Appointed Rector of St. 
Charles Borromeo’s Church. 


NOW LIVES AT BARRINGTON, 


Several Chicago Clergy to Be Trans- 
ferred to Rockford Diocese. 


The Rev. Father Edward Joseph Fox of St. 
Anne’s church, Barrington, III., has been ap- 
pointed irremovable rector of St. Charles 
Borromeo’s parish in Chicago, succeeding the 
Rev. P. J. Muldoon, who recently was made 
bishop of Rockford.

Netherlands aristocracy and a baron; bit he 
was nothing of the sort, for the Grevignys 
were always in trade, honest retail mer- 
chanta, figuring as such on the guilds and 
among the city officials and aldermen of 
Liege and of Bruges. Of Greviguy's two 
daughters one married a French officer of the 
name of Mathieu de Lesseps, father of the 
creator of the Suez canal.

The other daughter of Grevigny became the 
wife of Kirkpatrick, a native of Belfast and 
unpaid United States consul at Malaga, where 
he was engaged in trade as buyer for a num- 
ber of Belfast and Dublin grocers. It was on 
one of his visits to America in connection 
with his business that he secured the ap- 
pointment of United States consul at Malaga. 
Only when the comte de Montijo became in- 
fatuated with one of the daughters of Consul 
Kirkpatrick did the latter put forward pre- 
tensigne to lineage and blueness of blood in 
order to overcome the opposition raised by 
the Montijos to a member of their house 
marrying his daughter on the ground that it 
was a mésaliiance. He claimed the nobility 
of the Netherlands for the Grevignys, and 
insisted that he himself belonged to the an- 
client Scottish house of Kirkpatrick of Clos- 
burn, a claim which was indignantly denied 
by Sir Charles Kirkpatrick of Closburn, the 
sixth baronet, end likewise his succes- 
sorg, the seventh and eighth 
chiefs of the clan of Kirkpatrick of Closburn. 

I have mentioned that one of United States 
Consul Kirkpatrick's daughters married the 
comte de Montijo and became the mother of 
the Empress Eugenie. The other daughter 
of Consul Kirkpatrick, Henrietta, became the 
wife of Count Francis Cabarrus, brother of 
that celebrated beauty who played so great 
a role in the latter part of the French revolu- 
tion under the name of Mme. Tallien and who 
died as princess de Chimay. 
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Herr von Schon, the secretary of state for 
foreign affairs of the German empire, took 
oceasion in the reichstag to deny the other 
day that the diplomatic service of the kaiser 
was restricted to the aristocracy. He admit- 
ted that of the 137 higher diplomatic posts 
seventy were filed by members of the old 
nobility, but pointed out that although the 
majority of the remaining sixty-seven posts 
were held by men who had been ennobled, 
yet that their coronets were of such recent 
origin that they could not lay any pretensions 
to blue blood.
